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Rubber-Tired Bombs” 


IXTY trucking companies, including seven operating in the states 

served by Southern Pacific, have pending before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission applications for “permanent” certificates of public 
convenience and necessity granting them the right to haul all types 
of explosives over public highways. Hearings were being conducted 
as the Bulletin went to press. 

It goes without saying that the addition of thousands of trucks 
loaded with death-dealing explosives would increase the hazard of 
our already hazardous highways. 

Reasons are scarce why the truckers should be permitted to move 
explosives over the nation’s heavily used highways in wholesale quan: 
tity. Mass hauling of explosives and ammunition for the government 
has been carried on satisfactorily by the railroads, even in times of 
serious car shortages, and with an outstanding record for safety. Rail- 
roads perform this service over a protected right-of-way and under 
supervision of the Bureau of Explosives, which is maintained by the 
railroads and operates largely as a safety arm of the ICC. 


Auto Association Intervenes 


Among the many opponents to the truckers’ request is the American 


Automobile Association, which. has: informed its members ‘that loading 


the highways with millions of ‘tons ‘of explosives, ‘including chemicals 
and ‘acids witha high potentiality .of destruction, has precipitated a 
serious challenge. Further, the Association éaid, “the proposed hauling 
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would cover ‘most’ of. the .major.‘routes of ‘the country from ‘coast ‘to, 


coast. ... In addition, many of the movements involve passage through 
crowded centers of population.” 

It was pointed out by the AAA that as far back as 1935 the National 
Fire Protection Association expressed alarm at the growing quantity of 
highly inflammable liquids and other dangerous materials moving 
over the highways, and not only life and property on our highways 
were seriously threatened, but our homes, hospitals, commercial and 
manufacturing establishments, as well as schools and churches, might 
be greatly endangered. 

Perhaps you’re wondering what you can do about this serious 
matter. You can do what the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, and the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors are urging their members to do, knowing what a hazard a 
truck loaded with explosives would be at grade crossings. You can 
inform. your neighbors. of this threat to your community, particu- 
larly if you -are located on or near highway routes between arsenal 
and military cantonments.. The chances are that every large city is in 
this: category. : 
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Our Freight Claim Team Is Rolling

CLEAMWORK: ig the watchword in 
eliminating freight Loss and Darm- 
age claims and every employe from top 
executive down is a member of our 
claim prevention team. Division em- 
ployes in train, yard, engine and station 
service are the key blockers on the line 
and our Freight Protection, Merchandise 
& Station Service formulates the plays 
that defeat the causes of freight loss and 
damage. 

The teamwork is paying off too! The 
ratio of freight claims to freight revenue 
hhas decreased 11.4 percent since a year 
ago. This steady improvement has been 
going on since 1948 because employes 
are continuing te pay closer attention 
to careful freight handling and the 
things that cause loss and damage. The 
FPM&SS_ Department, through its 
studies of freight claim causes and 
through suggestions by employes, is 
continuing to develop and apply new 
measures to reduce claim losses. 

The most recent improvement to our 
freight equipment in this connection has 
been the installation of permanent lad- 
ing strap anchor plates in our new hox 
cars. This is in addition to improved car 
lining practices aimed at reducing the 
possibility of insect infestation in cars; 
adoption of larger box car doors; steel 
plates for doorways in cars to provide 
better support for heavier leading equip- 
ment now being used by shippers; and 
new types of flooring to eliminate dirt 
and roughness that coukl cause damage 
to freight. In addition to these improve- 
ments in freight ear equipment, new 
types of mechanized equipment, provid- 
ing for better and safer handling of 
LCL traffic, are being steadily added to 
our freight warehouses for loading and 
unloading freight. Station facilities are 


also undergoing improvements where 
necessary, as funds become available, 

The adoption of permanent anchor 
plates in freight cars is a big step 
toward assisting our shippers to better 
load their commodities. The life of hox 
ears also will be materially increased be- 
cause of the lessening of damage to side- 
walls previously caused by nails used to 
hold blocking and bracing in place. 
Normally steel strapping used to secure 
freight within the car has been nailed to 
car sides, Over a period of time, the 
interior of the car becomes rough and 
side boards splinter and wear through. 
In many cases nails and anchor plates 
are not properly removed, all of which 
create damage hazards particularly to 
commodities packaged in sacks and 
cardboard cartons. 

Providing cars with builtin lading 
strap anchor plates is the result of ex- 
perience gained through their use in our

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LCL merchandise cars during the last 
severa] years. Use of bulkheads secured 
by means of steel strapping has been 
one of the main reasons for a Jessening 
of over one million dollars in LCL claim 
payments since 1948. 


Many of our new cars are now re- 
ceiving linings of fibre glass at the car 
ends between the inner and outer walls, 
The fibre glass is applied under pressure, 
after which it fluffs out, filling the dead 
space in the corrugated end wall. This 
prevents insects from entering and 
breeding there. As another protective 
measure against weevils and insect in- 
festation, cracks and openings between 
the ends of floor boards, side sills and 
grain strips are being sealed with an 
ssphalted compound. End walls and 
cracks below the grain strip on car floors 
have long been recognized as danger 
spots for insect infestation and these 
protective measures should go a long 
way toward climination of freight dam- 
age from this source: 

A number of cars are also being tested 
with a complete plastic floor; several 
have plastic walls as well. This provides 
the cars with a smooth, resiliont, non- 
absorbent, fireproof and spark-proof 
plastic interior, If the tests prove the 
material holds up well under transit 
conditions and docs all that is claimed 
for it, additional cars may be equipped. 

These are just a few of the long-range 
projects that our FPM&SS Department 
is conducting with an eye to the future. 
The car improvement program has been 
a cooperative endeavor with the MP&C 
Department and is another indication of 
the “teamwork” that must necessarily 
exist in eliminating the waste of loss 
and damage. 

The FPM&SS Department can plan 
the strategy and make the plays, but it 
is the individual effort of each employe 
joining together as a gigantic team 
which will make the “claim prevention 
touchdowns” and put us in the “No 
Claim” bowl.

HOW WE'RE HELPING TO CUT CLAIMS 


B ECAUSE of the very few over-speed 
impacts recorded at Mulford, on 
the Western Division, a representative 
from the FPM&SS Department called 
to find what was being done in this 
large switching area to keep heavy im- 
paets at a minimum. 

Conductor R. M. Duey, in charge of 
night switching operations, was not 
available for an interview because of a 
rather serious illness. Conductor A. 
(Dutch) Wiedeman and his crew were 
on hand, however, and told how they 
operated not only to switch cars care- 
fully but keep the many customers in 
this district pleased with our service. 

One of the most important things to 
consider when going to work in a yard 
on new location, Wiedeman said, is to 
learn the grade conditions. If a crew 
knows ‘where the grades are, and 
switches accordingly, it has gone a long 
way in preventing couplings which dam- 
age freight. 

Wiedeman is firmly of the opinion 
that if a switching crew is “on the job” 
during -the .entire ‘shift, it is possible 
to produce a:maximum amount of work, 
even though. in the interest of good 
switching, it is necessary at times to 
push a‘car to:a.coupling instead of roll- 
ing it. 
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Also, he added, long cuts with con- 
sequent slack action should be avoided 
and one should be ever watchful to 
switch out equipment unsuitable for 
commodities to be loaded, as well as 
equipment with bad order running gear. 
Improper conditions found by an alert 
crew and reported, result in prevention 
of damage io freight. 

Considering the pleasant reactions of 
representatives of large industries in the 
Mulford switching district, it is evident 
that the system being worked by the 
crews there is a fine example of what 
can be done by Southern Pacific forces 
in preventing claims and keeping satis- 
fied customers.

BOX CAR 


AILROADS have a language of 
their own—a language not only of 
words but also of symbols and abbrevia- 
tions, of signals and signs, of markers 
and hieroglyphies—much of which is 
baflling to nine-tenths of our population. 
Take the box car, for example. Only 
the seasoned railroader and his admirer, 
the railroad fan, well steeped in the lore 
of the rails, can tell you the meaning 
of all the letters, symbols, and abbrevia- 
tions (reproduced above) which appear 
on the sides of these busy servants of 
industry. Yet, because of the widespread. 
study of transportation in the schools 
in recent years, there is evidence of in- 
creased interest in these markings on 
the part of young people generally. This 
is indicated by the growing number of 
inquiries which the Association of 
American Railroads: and the individual 
railroads receive each year for informa- 
tion on the subject. 

Under rules and regulations adopted 
by the Master Car Builders Association, 
now the Mechanical: Division of the 
AAR, every box cat must carry certain 
information: which “can’bé understood 
at a glance~-by ‘railroad: men. For one 
thing, each’ car’bears initials identifying 
its ownership, ‘These: are ‘called “report-

ing marks.” They appear high on the 
side of the car at the left. Wherever 
practicable, they conform to the initials 
of the owning company. However, since 
several railway companies may have the 
same initials, different markings are 
sometimes necessary to avoid confusion. 
For instance, the Bangor & Aroostook 
Railroad is identified by the initials 
BAR so as to avoid confusion with the 
B & A used by the Boston & Albany. 
The Mississippi Central uses MSC to 
avoid confusion with the Maine Cen- 
tral, and so on. 

Each car bears a serial number in 
figures larger than those appearing else- 
where on the car. If the car is owned 
by a private car company, by a private 
industry, or by the Federal government, 
the reporting marks are followed by 
the letter X. 

The letters CAPY stencilled on the 
car stands for capacity and the numerals 
which follow indicate the nominal 
freight load capacity of the car, ex- 
pressed in pounds. It does not include 
temporary ‘fixtures or dunnage within 
the car. 

The ‘letters 2D LMT signify load 
limit, expressed ‘in pounds. Load Jimit is 
the permissible weight -of freight, fix- 
tures and dunnage which the car.is built

to handle. In addition to the freight con- 
tent, this includes temporary fixtures 
such as stagings, shelving, partitioning, 
padding, ice and brine. The initials 
LT WT means light weight. They are 
followed by the actual weight in pounds 
of the empty car. 

The month and year in which the car 
was built are shown after the initials 
NEW er BLT. EXW denotes the ex- 
treme width of the car, in feet and 
inches, measurement being on the out- 
side from points of greatest projection. 
The letter H on the same line indicates 
the extreme height, measured from top 
of rail t0 extreme projecting height, 
EW denotes eaves width—the outside 
width of the car at the eaves level. The 
letter H on the same linc refers to eaves 
height measured from the top of rail. 
JL means inside length; IW, inside 
width; and [H, inside height, CU FT 
indicates the eapacity in cubic feet, 
based on the clear inside dimensions of 
the car.

T WAS over a hundred in the shade 

and the men in the section gang had 
taken a few minutes off to catch their 
breath and refresh themselves in the 
sparse shadow of a sun-baked tree. They 
were relaxing, taking a smoke and wip- 
ing the sweat out of their eyes, when 
they spied a Jone figure trudging along 
in the shimmering heat. Occasionally 
bending down to pick up a rock from 
the road bed, he’d twist it in his hands, 
serape it with a knife, then either throw 
it back to.the ground or drop it into a 
knapsack strapped over his shoulders. 

The section gang speculated over what 
the man was doing out in the middle of 
nowhere, picking up rocks. “He won’t 
find a gold mine in a road bed,” one 
said. 

“That ain't what he’s looking for,” 
another man snorted. “He’s what they 
call a ‘rock hound.’ A guy that has a 
hobby of finding pretty stones and pol- 
ishing them up.” 

The men were incredulous that any- 
one who didn’t have to would be out in 


the sun walking along a railroad track. 
They were even more surprised when 
they discovered that the man they were 
watching was Claire Rice, SP’s system 
examiner, 

Rice (opposite page), who works out 
of San Francisco, spends many of his 
days off in areas where track is being 
relocated. In the new ballast he often 
finds semi-precious stones to add to his 
large collection. He takes them down to 
the basement of his San Jose home, 
where he maintains a regular gem cut- 
ter’s workshop, and polishes them to 
gleaming brilliance. 

Rice, who recently received reeogni- 
tion in San Jose’s weekly newspaper, 
The Mayfield Times, as an outstanding 
rock collector, thinks that his is one of 
the most interesting hobbies a man can 
have. Two more SP “rock hounds,”

Chenard, who is motor car shop fore- 
man at Bakersfield, is fust as avid a rock 
collector as Rice.

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SP Safety Performance 
Tops National Average 


N the first six months of 1951 SP’s 
ratio of employe fatalities and in- 

juries was better than the national 
average, according to M, A. Nugent, 
superintendent of safety. 

Whereas the national average for 
fatalities showed an increase of 30 per 
cent, SP’s did not change. In injuries, 
the national average showed an increase 
of 19 per cent while ours increased 3.3 
per cent. 

“Although our performance was bet- 
ter than the national average,” Nugent 
observed, “there is no reason to he 
satisfied. In maintaining our record for 
fatalities we had five. And in injuries, 
while we did better than the national 
average, we showed an increase rather 
than the decrease we are constantly 
striving for.” 

As an example of what can be done, 
Nugent called attention to the fact that 
during the first six months of 1951 
35 trainmasters’ and road foremen of 
engines’ districts had: accident-clear 


records, 
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March, 1923 Bulletin:

Locations on the “hill” between 
Truckee and Summit were also found 
where the movie actors could make 
scenes that would show the difficulties 
met in the big job of building a railroad 
over the Sierra. Tunnels connecting 
with the present double tracking pro- 
gram were being driven in the moun- 
tains and the movie makers were able to 
get some very realistic tunneling “shots.” 

The little engine “C. P. Huntington,” 
one of the first engines bought by the 
Company, was among the equipment 
placed at the Fox Company’s disposal.

They Didn’t Wait For 
lt To Happen Again 


AR SEEENDD example of what team- 
work can accomplish in reducing 
freight loss and damage is presented in 
the following story by Howard Bailey, 
Portland Division Bulletin reporter: 
Two vigilant car inspectors, Alex 
Paulson and George Ellis, at Eugene 
Yard observed a carload of paper lean- 
ing badly. They immediately slapped 
bad order tags on ‘the car and it was 
moved to the rip track. Shop inspectors 
W. T. Larson and R. L. Cooper broke 
seals on the car to learn why the load 
Jeaned, and Foreman C. M. Wood as- 
signed James Campbell, Grover Burks, 
Robert Mee and Ross Shriber to adjust 
and balance the load. It was readily ap- 
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parent to these men that the trouble 
had been caused by improper loading. 

The matter could have been dropped 
therc. The men could have carried out 
their assignment and let it go at that, 
waiting for another bad load from the 
same shipper. But they didn’t, Instead, 
they showed the condition af the load to 
Foreman Wood. Wood relayed the in- 
formation to Master Car Repairer J. E. 
Stockton, who made a detailed report 
to the superintendent. 


The superintendent’s office was thus 
able to give a clear picture of the con- 
dition of the load to Len Mayrisch, man- 
ager, Freight Protection, Merchandise & 
Station Service. Mayrisch presented the 
facts in a letter to the supervisor of 
freight claims prevention of the originat- 
ing line, requesting him to explain to 
the shipper just what happened to his 
load. 

Sometimes it may seem a long way 
around the barn, but the cooperation of 
everyone is bound to get results in 
cutting freight damage. 


A Small Oversight 
But A Large Claim 


TH Maintenance Department of a 
large railroad, according to AAR 
reports, was responsible for this recent 
claim: 

A car of 56 head of feeder cattle was 
unloaded for feed, water and rest. Be- 
cause of a faulty gate between the pens, 
the cattle were mixed with another ship- 
ment, resulting in the payment of a 
claim for $803. 

Jt would have becn a matter of but 
a few minutes on the part of the Main- 
tenance Crew to have discovered and 
repaired this broken gate. 

As ih the case of so many large claims, 
it is small oversights that cost the 
railroads many thousands of dollars in 
payment of avoidable claims.

In the bottom put a Jayer of the corn 
mixture. Over it arrange 44 Ib. yellow 
cheese sliced, and 2 green chili peppers, 
cut in strips. (The canned green chiles, 
that is—such as Ortega brand.) Over 
the cheese and peppers spread the rest 
of the corn meal mixture. Bake at 375° 
for about 35 min. Serve hot.

On this page you 
will find Mrs. M’s cooky recipe. And 
on the opposite page you will see Mrs, 
M. herself and another little cooky that 
looks good enough to eat! 

244 cups sifted flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1% teaspoon soda 
1% teaspoon salt 
34 cup shortening 
1 cup sugar 
2 eggs 
2 tablespoons milk 
J teaspuon vanitia 
1 cup chopped salted peanuts 
cup chopped maraschino 
cherries 
2% cups cornflakes, crushed! 


Sift dry ingredients together, and set 
aside. Cream shortening with sugar, add 
eggs, milk and vanilla, and mix well, 
then blend in sifted dry ingredients and 
mix again. Stir in peanuts and cherries, 
and shape dough into balls, using a level 
teaspoon for each cooky. Roll each ball 
in the crushed cornflakes and place on 
greased cooky sheet. Top each. with a 
bit of cherry. Bake at 375° about I2 
minutes. Cool before storing.

34 cup milk 

Prepare cracker crumbs, sift them 

with baking powder and set aside. 
Cream shortening, add sugar, slightly 
beaten egg yolks, and nuts. Mix well. 
To this add alternately the prepared 
erumbs and the milk. Mix again, then 
carefully fold in the stiffly beaten egg 
whites, Pour into two greased 9-inch 
layer cake pans, Bake at 350° for 20 to 
30 min. until firm.

FREIGHT RATES VS, RISING PRICES; “Some people seem to think quite 
honestly that railroad freight rates represent a substantial part of the cost 
of most things we buy—and that freight rates have been a factor in forcing 
prices to rise. Those who do think that are wrong both counts, First of 

- all, freight rates had nothing at all to to with starting the rise in prices. 
Prices went up first, long before the freight rates. When the last world 
war ended in 1945, railroad freight charges were no higher then when war 
began in Europe, six years earlier. The first postwar increases in freight 
rates were not made until mid-1946, and by that time prices gencrally had 
increased greatly, Second, railroad freight charges are always a very small 
fraction of the cost of most articles we buy—and today they represent a 
smaller fraction than they ever did before... . To put the situation still 
another way, railroad freight charges today, in proportion to the price level, 
are actually lower than they were before the war, and are about as low as 
at any time in the lines’ long history... . So don’t blame the cost of 
carrying freight for boosting prices—it just isn’t so. The fact is that the 
railroads have been doing a superb job with extremely inadequate earnings.”

CORRECTING A MISLEADING STATEMENT: Widespread publicity has 
recently been given to a statement emanating from a prominent highway 
users’ organization to the effect that motor trucks carry 75 per cent of the 
nation’s tonnage. The basis for such a statement cannot be ascertained says 
the AAR, but it is believed to refer to freight handled regardless of distance, 
including local deliveries along with intercity transportation. One thing is 
certain: The statement is highly misleading either with regard to common- 
carrier transportation or with regard to ton-miles handled by intercity motor 
carriers of all sorts, Official reports of all common carriers,.as well as con- 
tract carriers and private carriers engaged in intercity service on the 
highways, show that they peformed 93,653,000,000 ton-miles of service in 
1949, compared with Class I railroad traffic totaling 534,000,000,000 ton- 
miles. Estimated figures for 1950 are 115,000,000,000 ton-miles for motor 
carriers against $96,000,000,000 ton-miles for the railroads. Thus, on the basis 
of ‘ton-miles of freight service performed, the Class I railroads in 1949-50 
handled more than five ‘times as much intercity traffic as-was handled -by 


the motor carriers.
